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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The rejection of claims 2 and 4 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragrapli, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention has been overcome by amendment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
Invention was made to a person having ordinary skill In the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner In which the Invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over JP 7- 
195618A (herein referred to as Toyo) in view of JP 05-269920 (herein referred to as 
Nippon). 

Toyo teaches a laminate comprising a metal substrate layer, a layer comprising 
75-99wt% polyester and 25-1wt% ionomer (layer B), and an outer layer (layer A) 
comprising a saturated polyester resin layer derived from dicarboxylic acid consisting of 
99-85wt% terephthalic acid and 1-15mol% isophthalic acid and a dihydroxy compound 
(abstract). The product Is made into a squeeze can (title). The thickness of layer A to 
layer B is 2:1-1:9 (0042). 

Toyo does not teach the film may be heat treated by heating the metal substrate 
prior to application. However, Nippon teaches heating the substrate to 180-240C prior 
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to applying tlie biaxially oriented polyesters and quenching the temperature to below the 
Tg of the polymer within 20sec improves the processability, heat resistance, and 
adhesion of the resin (abstract). Thus, it would have been obvious to the skilled artisan 
to utilize the heat treatment technique of Nippon in the laminate of Toyo in order to 
improve the processability, heat resistance, and adhesion of the resin. The examiner 
takes the position that such a heat treatment will inherently result in a highly crystallized 
layer (X). Specifically, the amount of crystallinity achievable in a heat-treated polyester 
depends primarily on the heat treatment temperature (see US 4,318,882, col 9, lines 
21 +). Since the surface applied to the metal substrate will be the hottest, it will have the 
highest amount of crystallinity. The time and temperature can be controlled to optimize 
the thickness of the highly crystallized layer and the degree of crystallinity (the longer 
the time before quenching, the higher the temperature of the polyester in the thickness 
of said film and thus the higher the crystallinity). 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-4 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
